Nursing  Homes 

There  were  2  Nursing  Homes  in  Norwich  with  a  bed  accommoda¬ 
tion  of  32  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

This  provision  is  in  addition  to  the  33  beds  provided  in  the 
private  wing  and  4  beds  for  private  patients  in  the  maternity  block  of 
the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital. 

Routine  inspection  is  maintained. 

Cremation 

Of  the  deaths  occurring  in  Norwich,  a  total  of  1,330  cremations 
(59  %)  were  carried  out. 

There  were  721  cremations  carried  out  at  the  Norwich  City 
Crematorium.  Of  this  number,  524  were  those  of  deaths  registered 
in  Norwich. 


NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

Geology 

The  chalk  that  underlies  the  greater  part  of  Norfolk  to  a  con¬ 
siderable  depth  is,  in  some  places,  very  near  to  the  surface  in  and 
around  Norwich.  On  top  of  the  chalk,  and  filling  in  the  undulations 
in  its  surface,  lies  a  covering  of  glacial  deposits — sands,  gravel  and 
boulder  clays— left  by  the  retreating  ice  sheets  of  about  half  a  million 
years  ago. 

Climatology

A  weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  made  from  all  domestic  and 
business  premises.  One  dustbin  is  emptied  free  of  charge  from 
business  premises  weekly,  a  charge  is  made  for  anything  additional. 

Social  Conditions 

Mr.  Simpson,  the  Area  Manager  of  the  Department  of  Employ¬ 
ment,  has  kindly  given  an  analysis  of  the  numbers  unemployed,  in 
the  Norwich  Administrative  area,  as  at  January  and  December,  1971. 
The  administrative  area  includes  rather  more  than  just  the  Norwich 
County  Borough — please  see  page  16. 

Mr.  Simpson  comments: 

“The  increased  figures  for  these  two  months  (i.e.  January  and 
December  1971)  are  typical  of  the  higher  level  of  unemployment 
experienced  throughout  1971.  The  lowest  1971  figures  in  July 
totalled  2,415  (2,190  men  and  225  women)  compared  with  the  lowest 
1970  figure  in  June  of  1,809  (1,674  men  and  135  women).”

CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN 

(Section  22) 


Parentcraft  Teaching 

Teaching  in  preparation  for  confinement,  and  in  the  care  of 
babies  and  young  children,  is  given  by  Midwives  and  Health  Visitors, 
and  includes  instruction  in  relaxation.  Courses  are  conducted  in 
conjunction  with  ante-natal  clinics.  Classes  are  held  weekly,  and 
are  open  to  all  mothers,  wherever  their  eventual  place  of  confinement. 

Classes  for  both  mothers  and  fathers,  and  for  fathers  only,  are 
held  during  special  evening  sessions,  and  are  given  by  a  Medical 
Officer  and  a  Health  Visitor. 


Confinements 

The  number  of  applications  for  institutional  confinement, 
assessed  on  social  grounds  by  the  Department,  had  been  declining 
from  1964  but  in  1968  there  was  a  sharp  increase  apparently 
attributable  to  the  attraction  of  the  new  Maternity  Unit. 

There  was  a  further  slight  increase  in  1969  but  the  decline 
reappeared  in  1970  and  continued  in  1971.  The  proportion  shows 
little  change  64-5%  in  1970  (523  out  of  811)  64-9%  in  1971  (474  out 
of  730). 

The  trend  towards  hospital  confinement  which  started  in  1966 
levelled  out  in  1969  and  continued  through  1970  and  1971,  29-0%  of 
Norwich  mothers  being  delivered  at  home  compared  with  30-4%  in 


Blood  Testing 

A  weekly  session  is  held  at  4  Earlham  Road.  Routine  testing 
at  the  beginning  of  pregnancy  includes  that  for  Group,  Rhesus  Factor 
and  Haemoglobin.  Further  tests  for  Rhesus  negative  mothers,  and 
for  surveillance  of  Haemoglobin  levels,  are  carried  out  as  necessary. 


Rhesus  Iso-Immunisation 

All  mothers  at  risk  of  developing  Rhesus  antibodies  are  given 
gamma  globulin  within  60  hours  of  delivery,  after  the  blood  of 
mother  and  infant  have  been  investigated. 


Sterilised  Maternity  Outfits 

During  the  year  a  total  of  636  sterilised  Maternity  Outfits  were 
issued,  this  being  72  less  than  the  number  issued  in  1970. 
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Child  Health  Clinics 

Attendances  were  much  the  same  as  last  year,  and  continue  to 
attract,  in  the  main,  the  younger  children.

Dental  Treatment 

Children  Under  5  years  of  Age 

More  children  under  5  years  of  age  attended  the  dental  clinic  in 
1971  than  in  the  previous  year.  Nevertheless  the  attendance  was 
low. 

It  is  difficult  to  reach  these  children  before  they  attend  at  school 
for  although  dental  inspection  is  advised  at  the  Health  Clinics  and 
recommended  to  their  parents  when  they  come  with  older  children 
to  the  dental  clinic  there  is  still  a  great  deal  of  reluctance  to  bring 
young  children  for  treatment  unless  pain  develops. 

Maternity  Patients 

The  number  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  attending  for 
treatment  at  the  dental  clinics  was  much  the  same  as  in  1970. 

It  seems  unlikely  that  there  will  ever  be  any  large  attendance  of 
this  group  of  patients  at  the  dental  clinics. 

These  patients  can  receive  the  treatment  they  can  require  at  no 
cost  to  themselves  through  the  general  dental  services.  As  long  as 
this  is  so,  there  is  no  incentive  to  come  to  the  local  authority  dental 
clinics. 

Consultants’  Clinics 

Eye  Clinic 

Children  found  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  to  have  some 
ophthalmic  defect  are  referred  to  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital. 

Orthopaedic  Clinic 

Children  seen  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  and  who  appear  to 
present  any  form  of  orthopaedic  defect  are  referred,  with  the  consent 
of  the  family  doctor,  to  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  at  the  Jenny  Lind 
Hospital. 

Speech  Clinic 

Those  children  under  school  age  and  in  need  of  speech  training 
are  referred  by  Assistant  Medical  Officers  to  the  Department’s 
Speech  Therapists. 
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MIDWIFERY  SERVICE 

(Section  23) 

Midwives 

Statutory  supervision  of  all  Midwives  in  the  area  continues  as 
previously. 

The  Domiciliary  Service  continues  with  12  full-time  and  3  part- 
time  midwives. 

All  midwives  are  trained  to  use  Entonox  and  Trilene  analgesia, 
and  to  use  local  anaesthesia.  All  necessary  equipment  is  available. 

Teaching  of  Pupil  Midwives 

The  changing  pattern  of  midwifery  training  has  been  discussed 
during  the  year  with  the  staff  of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Maternity 
Unit.  It  was  decided  to  plan  the  change  from  the  traditional  two 
part  training,  to  a  single  period  of  one  year  and  request  for  approval 
from  the  Central  Midwives  Board  was  received  at  the  end  of  the 
year.

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  provide  a  panel  of  three  Special¬ 
ists  whose  services  are  available  to  General  Practitioners. 

The  Domiciliary  Midwives  may  also  call  on  the  panel  in  the 
event  of  obstetric  emergency  without  awaiting  the  arrival  of  a 
General  Practitioner. 


(D)  Care  of  Premature  Infants 

As  far  as  possible,  mothers  in  premature  labour  are  transferred 
to  hospital,  where  all  necessary  attention  and  equipment  is 
immediately  available  to  them.  If  this  is  not  possible  because  of 
limited  time,  the  Emergency  Paediatric  Unit  is  available  to  visit  the 
home,  with  incubator  and  any  other  necessary  equipment. 


(E)  Family  Planning 

We  still  hold  the  view  that  the  family  doctor  is  the  most  appro¬ 
priate  person  to  give  contraceptive  advice  but  to  give  women  a 
freedom  of  choice,  the  Health  Committee  service  introduced  in  1968 
has  continued.  The  Department’s  Clinic  at  4,  Earlham  Road  on 
Wednesday  evenings  proved  so  popular  that  it  became  necessary  to 
increase  the  frequency  from  twice  a  month  to  weekly  and  at  the  end 
of  the  year  arrangements  were  in  hand  to  open  four  peripheral 
clinics  in  addition. 

117  new  patients  attended  during  the  year,  103  married  and  14 
unmarried.

40  sessions  were  held  and  with  a  total  of  427  attendances  com¬ 
pared  with  253  in  1970. 

The  Family  Planning  Association  enjoys  the  use  of  Heartsease 
Clinic  free  of  charge  and  from  April  the  Council  entered  into 
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National  Family  Planning  Agency  Scheme  No.  6.  135  patients 

with  medical  grounds  were  dealt  with  under  the  Agency  arrange¬ 
ments  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  addition  9  new  patients  referred  by  their  family  doctors 
received  supplies  on  social  grounds,  free  or  at  reduced,  charge. 


(F)  Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes 

Before  applicants  are  registered,  the  homes  are  inspected  by  a 
Medical  Officer  of  the  Health  Department  to  ensure  that  the  arrange¬ 
ments  comply  with  the  bye-laws.  The  department  calls  in  the  Chief 
Fire  Officer  to  advise  on  arrangements  for  protection  against  fire. 
All  homes  are  inspected  periodically  by  a  Medical  Officer.  At  the 
end  of  the  year,  2  persons  were  registered  in  respect  of  nursing 
homes  (non-maternity). 


(G)  Stillbirths 

There  were  17  stillbirths  allocated  by  the  Registrar-General  to 
Norwich  residents  in  1971,  giving  a  rate  per  1,000  of  the  total  live 
and  stillbirths  of  9-51  as  compared  with  1 1*58  in  1970.

The  establishment  remains  at  19,  while  the  shortage  of  suitable 
applicants  continues,  there  being  14  whole-time  staff  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  An  increasing  amount  of  the  Health  Visitors’  time  is  spent 
on  formal  Health  Education,  especially  in  schools;  the  proportion 
being  about  10%. 

6  Health  Visitors  Assistants  were  also  employed. 

The  Health  Visitors  for  some  time  now  have  been  attached  to 
family  doctors.

The  nursing  of  the  sick  in  their  own  homes  was  undertaken  by  1 5 
whole-time  Home  Nurses  and  1  part-time  under  the  supervision  of  a 
Superintendent. 

6  part-time  Bathing  Attendants  =  3  whole-time,  were  also 
employed.

609  infants  under  2  years  of  age  were  vaccinated  during  1971.

Poliomyelitis  Immunisation 

The  offer  of  protection  against  poliomyelitis  to  all  persons  under 
40  years  of  age  was  continued.  Oral  vaccine  only  was  used. 
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During  the  year,  1,502  children  under  16  years  of  age  completed 
a  full  course  of  primary  immunisations  against  poliomyelitis.  934 
of  these  children  were  immunised  by  General  Practitioners. 

On  the  31st  December,  1971  the  percentage  uptake  for  children 
under  16  years  of  age  was  83-58  %.  2,298  children  received  booster

During  the  year  2,330  persons  (1,541  under  16)  completed 
primary  immunisations  and  4,129  booster  doses  were  given  (3,640 
under  16).

Rubella  Immunisation 

The  Ministry  Circular  No.  CMO  9/70  authorized  rubella 
vaccination  to  13  year  old  girls  to  commence  September  1970. 
In  deference  to  the  family  doctor  playing  as  full  a  role  as  possible  in 
protecting  his  patients,  I  circularized  the  family  doctors  and  also,  with 
the  help  of  the  Director  of  Education  and  Head  Teachers,  the  parents 
of  those  girls  concerned.  The  parents  were  advised  to  consult  their 
family  doctor  with  a  view  to  this  protection  being  carried  out  by  him. 
The  uptake  by  the  end  of  December  1970  was  appallingly  low — 6%. 
We  therefore,  after  consultation,  reverted  to  our  usual  practice  with 
schoolchildren  of  offering  immunisation  in  the  schools,  always  of 
course  leaving  the  parent  the  option  of  arranging  with  their  family 
doctor  if  they  so  wish. 

Early  in  1971  we  consequently  commenced  to  immunise  13 
year  old  girls  in  their  school.  We  were  pleased  that  73  %  of  parents 
accepted  our  advice  and  had  their  13  year  old  daughters  protected 
against  rubella  by  us  in  their  school. 

As  the  ultimate  aim  is  to  offer  this  protection  to  girls  in  their 
12th  year,  in  September  1971  we  offered  this  facility  to  girls  then  in 
their  12th,  13th  and  14th  year.  Again  we  were  gratified  by  the 
response,  83%  in  their  12th  year,  86%  13th  and  82%  14th  accepted 
our  advice. 

B.C.G.  (Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis) 

Heaf  Test  and  B.C.G.  vaccination  against  tuberculosis,  offered 
annually  to  all  13  year  old  schoolchildren,  is  referred  to  in  the  School 
Health  Service,  section  VII. 
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Yellow  Fever  Immunisation 

The  Yellow  Fever  immunisation  service  for  travellers,  commen¬ 
ced  on  1st  July,  1960  continues.

The  Norwich  Ambulance  Service  conveyed  in  emergency  68 
cases  for  the  Norfolk  County  Council,  there  being  110  cases  in 

1970. 

(b)  The  mentally  handicapped  children  were  conveyed  to  and  from 
the  Junior  Training  Centre  daily  up  to  the  end  of  March.  550 
journeys  being  carried  out.  Several  of  the  trainees  attending 
the  Adult  Training  Centre,  in  need  of  ambulance  transport,  were 
conveyed  to  and  from  the  Centre,  470  journeys  being  made  in 

1971.  Thiscompares  with  480  in  1970. 

As  from  April  the  responsibility  for  the  Adult  Training  Centre 
was  transferred  to  the  Social  Services  Committee,  but  the 
Ambulance  Service  continued  to  convey  trainees. 

(c)  Pupil  midwives  were  conveyed,  on  32  occasions,  to  cases  in  the 
City  from  the  Maternity  Hostel,  4  Earlham  Road. 

(d)  Full  use  is  made  of  rail  transport.  The  tables  indicate  the 
number  of  cases  conveyed.  For  comparison,  the  number  of 
long  distance  road  journeys  is  also  given.

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PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 

(Section  28) 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Programmes  arranged  during  the  year  continued  to  cover  many 
aspects  of  Health  Education  and  have  included: — 

Parentcraft  Courses 

Weekly  talks  for  expectant  mothers  given  by  health  visitors  and 
midwives  have  been  held  in  the  ante-natal  clinics.  Both  fathers  and 
mothers  have  been  invited  on  a  number  of  occasions  to  showings  of  a 
film  on  childbirth.  Talks  for  fathers  alone  were  also  held  at  intervals 
during  the  year.  In  all,  a  total  of  300  sessions  were  allocated. 

Infant  Welfare  Centre 

Posters  illustrating  different  aspects  of  health,  including  dental 
health,  home  safety,  clean  food,  vaccination  and  immunisation  etc. 
have  been  on  show,  on  a  monthly  basis,  in  the  clinics  and  at  Church¬ 
man  House  (the  Health  Department’s  headquarters). 

“Tufty  Clubs”,  run  at  seven  of  the  clinics  to  give  road  safety 
training,  continued  to  be  very  popular  with  the  under  5’s.  The 
enthusiasm  and  help  given  by  the  voluntary  workers  responsible  for 
running  these  clubs  has  been  very  gratifying. 

School  Programmes 

Thanks  to  the  goodwill  of  the  Head  Teacher  of  the  schools  con¬ 
cerned,  a  variety  of  programmes  have  been  arranged  for  the  schools 
during  the  year. 

Posters  on  health  topics  distributed  to  senior  and  junior  schools 
during  the  year  have  been  concerned  with  Smoking  and  Health, 
Dental  Health,  Personal  Hygiene,  Accident  Prevention  and  dealing 
with  Emergencies. 

Senior  Schools 

(a)  Weekly  Courses 

Mothercraft  classes  taken  by  Health  Visitors  continued  in  five 
comprehensive  schools  and  at  one  of  the  special  schools.  These 
programmes  cover  various  aspects  of  health  connected  with  Child 
Care  including  Nutrition,  Dental  Health,  Smoking  and  Health, 
Growing  up,  Personal  Relationships,  etc.  As  well  as  the  nine 
groups  of  girls  taking  part  in  these  courses,  one  of  the  health  visitors 
was  invited,  during  the  Autumn  term,  to  run  a  Parentcraft  course  for 
a  mixed  group  of  boys  and  girls.  Arrangements  are  made  for  the 
pupils  attending  the  courses  to  visit  one  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres 
and  the  Maternity  Block  at  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital. 
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A  series  of  talks  on  “Your  Health”  for  groups  of  14  to  15  year 
old  boys  in  two  schools  has  been  taken  by  the  Assistant  Health 
Education  Officer.  As  well  as  general  health  subjects  the  course 
includes  Smoking  and  Health,  Drug  Dependence,  Alcoholism  and 
Personal  Relationships.  The  boys  have  shown  enthusiasm  for  under¬ 
taking  project  work  on  these  topics. 

The  Health  Education  Officer  was  invited  to  take  part  in  a 
programme  of  “Modern  Living”  with  some  200  boys  and  girls  in  their 
fourth  year  at  a  comprehensive  school.  The  content  of  the  courses 
included  the  Addictions,  Growing  Up,  Personal  Relationships,  etc. 
As  well  as  talks  and  films,  time  was  available  for  discussion  group 
work  which  meant  that  the  boys  and  girls  taking  part  had  an 
opportunity  to  formulate  and  express  their  own  points  of  view. 
The  Health  Education  Officer  also  covered  these  subjects  during  the 
year  with  groups  of  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  form  boys  and  girls  from 
the  same  school. 

Weekly  talks  on  “Health  and  Growing  Up”  have  been  given, 
throughout  the  year,  to  classes  of  12-13  year  old  girls  at  the  invitation 
of  the  Headmistress  of  a  grammar  school.  A  total  of  75  girls  have 
attended  these  sessions. 

In  all,  the  weekly  classes  taken  by  Health  Department  staff 
represent  some  800  hours  of  teaching  time. 

(b)  Additional  Programmes  in  Senior  Schools 

At  the  invitation  of  the  Headmaster  of  the  Hewett  School,  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  invited  to  speak  at  the  School 
assembly  to  some  200  boys  and  girls  in  their  fifth  year  on  his  work 
and  to  answer  questions  on  various  aspects  of  it.  Slides  were  used 
to  illustrate  this  talk. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  programmes  already  noted,  invitations 
have  been  received  from  the  heads  of  some  senior  schools  for 
intensive  short  courses  of  four  to  six  sessions  on  Child  Care  and 
Personal  Relationships. 

Other  sessions  held  in  the  senior  schools  have  been  concerned 
with  Home  Safety,  Smoking  and  Health,  Drug  Dependence,  Venereal 
Disease.  (This  last  subject  is  not  usually  taken  in  isolation  but 
included  in  teaching  on  Personal  Relationships.  In  this  context, 
some  42  sessions  during  the  year  were  concerned  with  sexually  trans¬ 
mitted  diseases.) 

Visual  aids  are  extensively  used  and  during  the  year  some  136 
films  have  been  used  in  Health  Education  programmes  or  made 
available  to  teachers  for  showing  to  their  classes.  Of  a  total  of  446 
showings  of  these  films,  385  have  been  screened  in  connection  with 
programmes  carried  out  by  Health  Department  staff,  the  remaining 
61  being  showings  of  films  made  available  to  teachers  for  use  in  their 
classes. 

Films,  film  strips  and  other  teaching  materials  were  also  made 
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available  to  teachers  undertaking  courses  with  a  health  education 
content. 


Junior  and  Infant  Schools 

During  the  year  a  total  of  23  talks,  mostly  illustrated  with  films, 
were  given  in  junior  schools.  The  topics  covered  were  Growing  Up, 
Personal  Hygiene,  Dental  Health,  Smoking  and  Health  and  Home 
Safety. 

The  Dental  Health  puppet  show  visited  21  infant  schools  during 
the  year.  Altogether,  some  5,000  5-7  year  olds  learned  from  “Fuzzy 
Bunny”  and  his  friends,  the  importance  of  dental  hygiene.  Boys  and 
girls  were  enthusiastic  about  this  form  of  health  education  and,  as 
well  as  seeing  the  show,  each  one  received  a  dental  jig-saw  puzzle,  and 
a  letter  to  take  home  to  their  parents  asking  for  parental  help  and 
encouragement  in  looking  after  teeth. 


Norwich  City  College 

As  in  past  years,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  accepted  an 
invitation  to  talk  to  overseas  students  on  “The  Care  of  Health”. 

Throughout  the  year  weekly  half  day  teaching  sessions  on 
“Child  Care”  for  first  and  second  year  Nursery  Nurse  students  were 
taken  by  a  Health  visitor  (in  all  some  215  hours  of  teaching  time). 
The  first  group  of  students  to  enrol  for  this  course  completed  their 
training  at  the  end  of  the  Summer  term. 

The  Head  of  the  Domestic  Science  Department  again  asked  for 
a  Mothercraft  course  to  be  held  there  during  the  summer  term;  this 
was  taken  by  a  health  visitor  and  some  20  students  attended. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  invited  to  speak  on  Food 
Hygiene  to  a  group  of  students  in  the  Catering  Department  of  the 
City  College.  The  same  group  of  students  were  addressed  by  a 
Public  Health  Inspector  on  the  subject  of  Pest  and  Insect  Control. 

Invitations  were  also  extended  to  the  Health  Education  Officers 
to  give  1 1  talks  to  other  groups  of  students  on  such  subjects  as  the 
Health  Services,  the  Work  of  the  Health  Department,  Home 
Safety,  Smoking  and  Health,  Family  Planning  and  Venereal  Disease. 


Request  Programmes 

At  the  invitation  of  the  Chief  Nursing  Officer,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  gave  a  talk  to  the  Sisters  of  the  United  Norwich 
Hospitals  on  “The  Implications  of  the  Consultative  Document”  as 
part  of  the  programme  for  a  Study  Day  attended  by  some  60  Nursing 
Sisters. 

A  number  of  organisations  including  parent  teacher  groups, 
youth  clubs,  mothers’  clubs,  women’s  and  other  organisations  have 
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asked  for  talks  on  such  topics  as  Personal  Relationships,  Smoking 
and  Health,  Nutrition,  Dental  Health,  Home  Safety,  etc. 

“5  Day  Way  to  Stop  Smoking” 

A  letter,  together  with  posters  spotlighting  the  dangers  of 
smoking  and  giving  details  of  the  “5  Day  Way”  Course  due  to  take 
place  at  the  end  of  November,  was  sent  to  the  Managing  Directors 
of  some  130  firms  in  Norwich. 

The  press  publicity  which  followed  the  initial  response  from 
factories  and  other  places  of  work  resulted  in  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  being  invited  to  appear  on  B.B.C.  Television  in  the  programme 
“Look  East”  to  explain  what  was  being  offered  in  the  “5  Day  Way” 
course.  As  a  result  of  this,  the  course  was  fully  subscribed  and  the 
67  present  included  a  B.B.C.  television  journalist  and  an  Eastern 
Daily  Press  reporter,  both  of  whom  gave  us  excellent  publicity 
coverage  throughout  the  week. 

The  opening  session  included  a  short  talk  by  Dr.  A.  Couch  on 
the  problems  of  smoking  as  seen  by  the  Chest  Physician. 

The  sessions  continued  for  five  nights  with  talks  on  the 
psychological  and  medical  aspects  of  smoking  with  showing  of 
appropriate  films  and  audience  participation. 

Of  the  57  people  who  attended  on  the  final  evening  (including  the 
representatives  of  the  B.B.C.  and  the  Eastern  Daily  Press)  53  had 
succeeded  in  getting  through  the  five  days  without  having  a  cigarette, 
and  were  determined  to  remain  “Ex-smokers”.  Attendances  were 
good  throughout,  and  of  the  67  present  on  the  first  night,  51  attended 
all  five  sessions,  and  8  missed  only  one  session. 

On  the  final  evening,  a  random  sample  of  one  in  three  of  those 
taking  part  were  asked  to  participate  in  a  lung  performance  test 
to  measure  individual  peak  expiratory  flow.  This  same  test  was 
repeated  six  weeks  later  for  those  taking  part  in  the  course.  A  further 
sampling  is  envisaged  in  a  year’s  time  to  assess  long-term  results. 
Future  plans  include  the  holding  of  similar  courses  at  regular 
intervals. 

Home  Safety 

During  1971,  613  home  accidents  in  Norwich  required  treatment 
at  hospital.  A  large  number  occurred  to  those  under  15  years  of 
whom  some  359  were  under  5  years  of  age.  Many  were  the  result 
of  swallowing  medicines  and  pills  carelessly  left  around  the  home  and 
from  household  liquids  improperly  stored.  A  number  of  other 
substances  were  taken  by  mouth  and  these  included  toilet  deodorant, 
broken  glass,  screws,  and  french  polish.  A  health  visitor  follows 
up  each  accident  involving  children  under  15  years,  and  visits  the 
homes  concerned  to  obtain  further  details  regarding  the  accident. 

Publicity  material  has  been  widely  distributed  in  welfare  clinics 
to  encourage  mothers  with  young  children  to  be  aware  of  the  dangers 
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that  exist  in  the  home,  in  particular  the  need  to  keep  medicines  and 
pills  under  lock  and  key;  and  to  store  household  cleaners  out  of  a 
child’s  reach.  Posters  were  displayed  in  senior  and  junior  schools 
and  in  some,  talks  were  given  and  films  shown. 

A  talk  to  some  50  members  of  a  Pre-retirement  course  held  at 
the  City  College  was  undertaken  during  the  year,  emphasising  the 
need  for  extra  care  now  that  more  time  was  to  be  spent  in  the  home. 

Home  Safety  News,  a  pamphlet  featuring  cartoon  drawings  to 
convey  safety  hints  continues  to  be  issued  quarterly.  The  topics 
covered  Safer  Spring  Cleaning,  Summer  Garden  Safety,  the  Danger 
from  Fire,  and  the  Prevention  of  Falls.  Each  issue  was  widely  dis¬ 
tributed  through  clinics,  libraries,  various  departments  of  the 
Corporation  where  the  public  attend,  Gas  and  Electricity  showrooms, 
and  certain  large  stores  in  the  city. 


GENERAL— INCLUDING  CHIROPODY 

(Section  28) 

Chiropody  Service 

A  further  part-time  chiropodist  was  appointed  during  the  year, 
bringing  the  staff  up  to  1  whole-time  Chief  Chiropodist  and  5  part- 
time  chiropodists  employed  on  a  sessional  basis. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  service  was  running  at  31  sessions 
per  week  of  which  three  were  allocated  to  the  treatment  of  residents 
in  the  Council’s  Home  for  the  Aged  and  Infirm  (see  page  51). 

Tuberculosis 

Reference  is  made  to  the  care  and  after-care  of  Tuberculosis 
patients  on  pages  62  to  66. 

Problem  Families 

Visits  continue  to  be  made  to  problem  families  by  the  Home 
Advisor  who  works  in  close  co-operation  with  the  Health  Visitors. 
Practical  help  and  advice  is  given  on  household  management  and  on 
budgeting. 

Domiciliary  Nursing 

The  Council  has  made  arrangements  with  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society  and  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  for  the  loan  of  sick-room 
equipment.  The  arrangements  for  payment  to  these  voluntary 
organisations  continued  from  the  previous  year. 

During  the  year  910  articles  were  loaned  to  662  patients  under 
the  scheme;  this  does  not  include  the  items  already  on  loan  at  31st 
December,  1970.

The  supply  of  incontinence  pads  and  garments  continued  from 
1970,  the  majority  of  patients  being  those  under  the  care  of  our 
Home  Nursing  Service. 

Venereology 

Dr.  D.  W.  Higson,  the  Consultant  Venereologist,  has  kindly 
supplied  information  on  the  work  of  the  Department  of  Sexually 
Transmitted  Diseases  at  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital.

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CHIROPODY  SERVICE 
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HOSPITALS  USED  BY  THE  INHABITANTS  OF  THE  AREA 

(Under  the  East  Anglian  Regional  Board) 

Acute 

The  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital  is  a  general  hospital  with  a 
large  out-patient  department  and  has  a  total  of  540  beds.  The 
daily  bed  occupancy  was  416T  compared  with  447-7  in  1970. 
Admissions  were  17,568  (18,156),  discharges  17,003  (17,601)  and 
deaths  587  (544). 

Way  land  Hospital ,  Attleborough ,  has  a  total  of  88  beds.  The 
daily  bed  occupancy  was  61-4  compared  with  49-3  in  1970. 
Admissions  2,464  (2,157),  discharges  2,441  (2,146)  and  deaths 
15(6). 

Partly  Acute 

West  Norwich  Hospital.  This  hospital  has  331  beds  of  which 
162  are  for  acute  cases  and  112  for  geriatric  cases.  The  East 
Anglian  Regional  Department  of  Plastic  Surgery  is  located 
there.  Also  allocated  are  23  beds  for  diseases  of  the  chest  and 
28  cubicles  for  infectious  diseases.  The  average  daily  bed 
occupancy  was  253-4  compared  with  226-5  in  1970.  Admissions 
7,736  (6,700),  discharges  6,928  (5,864)  and  deaths  804  (864). 

Chronic 

Whitlingham  Hospital,  Trowse.  This  hospital  has  103  beds. 
The  average  daily  bed  occupany  was  101-58  compared  with 
100-03  in  1970.  Admissions  were  126  (145),  discharges  40  (43) 
and  deaths  84  (101). 

Wicklewood  Hospital,  Wymondham,  has  50  beds  with  a  daily  bed 
occupancy  of  48-3  compared  with  47-8  in  1970.  Admissions 
were  90  (88),  discharges  17  (20)  and  deaths  71  (67). 

Maternity 

Drayton  Hall  Maternity  Home  provides  17  beds  for  General 
Practitioner  cases.  The  average  daily  bed  occupancy  was  12-05 
compared  with  12-37  in  1970.  Admissions  712  (688),  discharges 
710  (692)  and  deaths  nil  (nil). 

Childrens  (Acute) 

Jenny  Lind  Hospital  for  Children  works  in  close  co-operation 
with  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital  and  has  80  beds;  boys 
under  11  years  and  girls  under  12  years  not  suffering  from 
infectious  diseases  are  admitted.  There  is  also  an  out-patient 
department.  The  daily  number  of  beds  occupied  was  44-7 
compared  with  47-5  in  1970.  Admissions  3,684  (3,436), 
discharges  3,648  (3,422)  and  deaths  18  (25). 
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Other 

Dereham  Hospital  has  55  beds,  in  the  main  for  pre  convalescent 
cases  but  some  geriatric  cases  are  also  admitted.  The  daily  bed 
occupancy  was  42-81,  in  1970the number  was  38-9  Admissions 
466  (506),  discharges  423  (463)  and  deaths  38  (39). 

Psychiatric  (Mental  Illness) 

Hellesdon  Hospital  has  580  beds,  of  which  539  were  occupied 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  Bethel  Hospital  has  75  available  beds 
of  which  67  were  occupied.

X-ray  Only  Service 

5,956  (including  190  expectant  mothers)  from  Norwich  attended 
for  a  chest  x-ray  only,  and  154  or  2-6%  were  recalled  for  appoint¬ 
ment.  Seven  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  (a  rate  of  1-2  per 
thousand)  and  32  cases  of  carcinoma  of  the  lung  (a  rate  of  5-4  per 
thousand)  were  discovered. 


B.C.G.  Vaccination  (see  page  132) 

The  positive  reactors  found  by  the  Health  Department  were 
referred  to  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician.  The  majority  of  the 
positive  reactions  proved  to  be  due  to  previous  B.C.G.  vaccinations 
or  were  insignificant  reactions  not  related  to  tuberculous  infection. 
Only  one  positive  reaction  was  considered  to  be  related  to  past 
contact  with  tuberculosis,  but  no  treatment  was  required. 

This  finding  that  only  one  child  in  more  than  1,500  aged  13-14 
had  been  in  past  contact  with  active  tuberculosis  is  very  satisfactory. 


Tuberculin  Testing  of  School  Entrants  (see  page  132) 

The  finding,  by  the  Health  Department,  of  only  one  child 
showing  evidence  of  past  tuberculous  infection  in  nearly  1,700 
entrants  examined,  is  a  very  satisfactory  indication  of  the  low  level 
of  active  tuberculosis  in  Norwich. 


Cancer  of  the  Lung 

During  the  year  76  new  cases  (66  male  and  10  female)  were 
registered  by  the  Cancer  Registration  Department  at  the  Norfolk  and 
Norwich  Hospital,  and  of  this  number  47  (42  male  and  5  female) 
were  discovered  through  the  Chest  Service. 
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Mobile  Radiography  Unit 

In  accordance  with  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Service 
policy,  the  Unit  no  longer  x-rays  the  staff  of  factories,  shops  and 
offices  as  a  matter  of  routine,  although  continuing  to  carry  out 
limited  surveys  of  the  general  public.  Such  a  survey  was  carried  out 
in  the  Norwich  periphery  area  during  the  year,  and  a  total  of  2,653 
people  were  x-rayed  within  the  Norwich  City  boundary.  Three 
cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  requiring  observation  at  the  Chest 
Clinic  were  found  in  this  group. 

Bicentenary  Celebrations  at  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital 

As  part  of  the  Open  Day  Bicentenary  Celebrations  at  the 
Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital,  a  session  for  the  x-ray  of  the  general 
public  visiting  the  hospital  was  arranged.  A  total  of  153  attended, 
and  no  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  found  among  those 
x-rayed. 

X-ray  Survey  of  a  Norwich  Firm 

A  survey  was  carried  out  of  a  Norwich  firm  after  an  employee 
had  been  found  to  be  suffering  from  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 
Two  visits  were  made  to  the  firm,  one  in  March  when  268  employees 
were  x-rayed.  In  June,  the  staff  were  given  an  opportunity  of  a 
further  x-ray  check,  and  144  employees  attended.  One  case  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  requiring  observation  at  the  Chest  Clinic 
was  found.

Syphilis 

One  male  temporarily  resident  in  Norwich  was  treated  for  early 
infectious  syphilis  acquired  in  Great  Yarmouth. 

Three  cases  of  latent  syphilis  were  treated,  two  resident  in 
Norfolk  and  one  in  Suffolk. 

Two  cases  of  late  congenital  syphilis  were  treated,  one  resident 
in  Norwich  and  one  in  Norfolk. 

Gonorrhoea

Paragraph  8e,  Circular  1/72,  of  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Social  Security  requests  information  on  contact  tracing  and  the 
development  of  local  health  educational  efforts  against  this  disease. 
A  Health  Visitor  has  for  many  years  now  been  attached  to  the 
Department  of  Venereology  of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital 
and  is  very  active  in  tracing  contacts.  So  far  as  Health  Education 
against  venereal  disease  is  concerned  we  consider  it  more  appropriate 
to  deal  with  this  as  part  of  personal  relationships  and  Heads  of  most 
of  the  senior  schools  in  the  City  have  been  most  interested  and 
co-operative  in  allowing  talks,  by  the  Health  Education  team,  on 
personal  relations.  Out  of  some  150  sessions  in  schools  devoted 
to  personal  relationships  about  33  were  devoted  to  venereal  disease.

was  approximately  49,000,  representing  a  pop¬ 
ulation  of  about  122,000. 

(ii)  No  domestic  supplies  were  provided  by  standpipe.

b  (i)  The  total  number  of  samples  collected  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  and  physico/chemical  analyses  during  the  year 
was  3,656.  Of  this  total,  251  samples  were  taken  from 
the  river  Wensum  at  the  Heigham  Works  plant  intake, 
all  were  classified  class  4  being  bacteriologically 
unsatisfactory.  44  samples  were  taken  from  the 
untreated  Caistor  St.  Edmund  borehole,  286  were 
collected  from  the  untreated  Colney  borehole  and  43 
samples  from  the  untreated  Thorpe  borehole  supply. 
All  untreated  borehole  samples  were  classified  class  1 
being  of  excellent  bacterial  quality. 

1,768  samples  were  taken  from  the  finally  treated  and 
distributed  waters.  The  results  of  these  bacteriological 
analyses  are  as  follows : —

On  the  evidence  of  the  above  bacteriological  results  a 
purity  figure  of  99-9%  was  gained  during  the  year. 
The  remaining  1,264  bacteriological  samples  were 
taken  for  plant  control  purposes  at  the  various  stages 
of  water  treatment. 

Chemical  analyses  of  the  sources  of  water  supply  for 
the  area  are  attached. 

(ii)  The  water  derived  from  Heigham  Works  has  a  very 
slight  plumbo  solvent  action  and  this  is  corrected  by 
the  addition  of  saturated  lime  water  as  a  final  treatment.

In  compliance  with  Paragraph  8c,  Circular  1/71  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Health  and  Social  Security,  I  have  to  report  that  no  action 
was  taken  by  the  Council  on  the  fluoridation  of  the  public  water 
supply.  Members  will,  however,  recall  that  the  recommendation  of 
the  Health  Committee  to  adjust  the  fluoride  content  of  the  water  to 
1  p.p.m.  has  been  rejected  by  this  Council  on  some  5  occasions. 

(b)  Medical  Examination  of  Employees 

Newly  appointed  employees  in  the  Water  Department  are 
medically  examined.  The  Water  Engineer  also  informs  the  Health 
Department  of  any  sickness  amongst  the  employees  and,  if  I  con¬ 
sider  it  necessary,  they  are  medically  examined  before  resuming  work. 
24  newly  appointed  employees  were  examined  and  in  one  instance 
a  re-examination  of  an  employee,  absent  through  sickness,  was 
considered  advisable  and  carried  out.

92  samples  of  well  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examin¬ 
ation,  of  which  27  were  from  wells  serving  domestic  premises 
having  no  mains  water.  One  well  serving  two  domestic  premises 
produced  unsatisfactory  results  on  two  occasions.  The  trustees  of 
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the  property  concerned  have  agreed  to  install  a  new  bore  well  and 
chlorination  plant.  Estimates  for  the  necessary  works  have  been 
obtained  as  in  this  instance  they  rank  for  grant  from  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  The  estimates  have  been 
forwarded  by  the  Solicitors  acting  for  the  Trust  to  the  appropriate 
Government,  and  the  latter’s  approval  is  awaited  before  the  works 
can  be  commenced. 

(d)  Routine  Sampling  by  Health  Department 

As  far  as  water  going  into  the  supply  is  concerned,  341  samples 
were  examined  bacteriologically,  and  all  reached  the  highest  standard 
of  excellence. 

(e)  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal

Sewage  Disposal 

A  contract  was  placed  with  Willett,  Ltd.,  for  approximately  £3 
millions  to  enable  treatment  of  up  to  12,000,000  gallons  a  day  to  a 
satisfactory  quality  as  laid  down  by  the  East  Suffolk  and  Norfolk 
River  Authority.  A  start  was  made  in  June  and  work  is  well  in 
hand  on  a  2\  year  contract.

for  the  year  1971 
My  Lord  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  work  of  the 
Environmental  Health  Section. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  developments  in  1971  have  taken 
place  on  the  Public  Cleansing  side.  Firstly  the  changeover  from  the 
old  traditional  skep  collection  of  refuse  to  a  more  modern  method  of 
storage  and  collection  by  the  plastic  bin  liner  system,  began  in 
October  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  an  area  covering  approximately 
one-sixth  of  the  City  had  been  converted. 

Dealing  with  the  problem  of  the  City’s  future  refuse  disposal 
needs,  a  series  of  meetings  of  the  working  party  representing  Norwich 
and  the  surrounding  local  authorities  took  place  during  the  year; 
these  were  attended  also  by  the  consultants  who  had  been  engaged 
to  undertake  a  feasibility  study  on  behalf  of  the  constituent  local 
authorities.  The  consultants  produced  an  interim  report  in 
September  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  had  completed  a  draft  of  their 
final  report.  The  general  conclusion  which  they  reached  is  that  the 
most  economic  practicable  solution  to  the  problems  of  refuse 
disposal  in  the  Norwich  area  is  a  programme  of  controlled  tipping, 
based  initially  on  three  and  finally  on  four  refuse  tips  located  within 
an  8-mile  radius  of  the  City.  Norwich  will  consequently  combine 
with  surrounding  authorities  to  form  an  ad  hoc  working  unit,  not 
necessarily  adhering  to  existing  local  government  boundaries,  with 
the  object  of  making  use  of  all  available  tipping  space  within  a 
defined  area.  This  development  is  in  keeping  with  the  Ministry’s 
policy  of  actively  encouraging  local  authorities  to  amalgamate  into 
suitably  sized  groups  so  that  the  heavy  costs  of  plant  and  equipment 
necessary  for  the  hygienic  disposal  of  refuse  can  be  shared.  The 
progress  of  amalgamation  is  likely  to  be  accelerated  if  the  intention 
of  the  Government  in  the  re-organisation  of  local  government,  i.e. 
that  refuse  disposal  is  to  be  a  County  Council  function,  becomes  a 
reality.  Here,  then,  is  one  aspect  of  the  Department’s  work  which 
can  be  described  as  the  first  departure  from  the  complete  autonomy 
it  has  enjoyed  in  the  past. 

Progress  has  been  made  in  reducing  the  number  of  premises 
using  cesspools  in  the  City,  as  the  result  of  the  City  Engineer’s 
planned  programme  of  connecting  such  premises  to  the  sewerage 
system,  to  the  point  where  it  is  no  longer  economic  for  the  Council 
to  maintain  a  vehicle  specifically  for  cesspool  emptying,  and  in  fact 
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arrangements  were  put  in  hand  during  the  year  whereby  a 
neighbouring  Rural  District  Council  undertook  the  cesspool 
emptying  service  on  the  Corporation’s  behalf. 

In  the  field  of  Public  Health  inspection  there  is  one  aspect  of 
environmental  pollution  which  I  feel  will  assume  greater  importance 
in  the  future,  and  this  concerns  the  problem  of  noise.  Specific 
complaints  of  noise  dealt  with  by  the  Department  in  1971  were 
relatively  small  in  number.  Nevertheless  it  is  necessary  to  look 
ahead,  against  a  background  of  new  developments  in  the  three  main 
sources  of  noise,  i.e.  road  traffic,  factory  machinery  and  aircraft — 
and  Norwich  is  involved  in  all  three  aspects — to  the  time  when 
national  standards  of  noise  tolerance  become  law;  this  is  expected 
in  the  not  too  distant  future.  With  this  in  view  it  will  be  necessary 
to  compile  a  series  of  levels  of  background  noise  against  which  any 
complaints  received  can  be  evaluated,  and  for  this  purpose  it  will  be 
necessary  in  the  near  future  to  purchase  suitable  sound  recording 
equipment. 

At  this  time  no  final  decision  as  to  the  location  of  a  caravan  site 
for  gipsies  has  been  made.  A  joint  committee  representing  city  and 
county  authorities  are  however  unanimous  in  deciding  that  a  site 
formed  within  the  City  boundary  would  afford  greater  facilities  to 
the  persons  making  use  of  it.  Caravan  dwellers,  many  of  whom 
appear  to  follow  the  trade  described  as  ‘tinkers’,  resort  to  unlicensed 
and  unspecified  vacant  sites  within  the  City,  which  entails 
considerable  effort  by  this  Department  in  securing  their  removal. 

As  to  the  problem  of  unfit  houses,  the  current  programme  of 
clearance  areas  is  nearing  completion,  and  attention  has  been 
turned  to  the  task  of  rehabilitating  the  existing  housing  stock.  In 
this  context  the  question  as  to  whether  or  not  groups  of  houses  are 
worth  improving  assumes  major  importance,  and  the  Council’s 
approach  to  this  problem  has  been  to  adopt  the  recommendations 
of  the  Department  of  the  Environment,  i.e.  to  apply  a  “house 
condition  survey”.  This  is  a  method  of  quickly  surveying  houses 
within  potential  “General  Improvement  Areas”,  to  provide  firstly, 
an  indication  of  the  cost  of  repairing  and  improving  them,  secondly 
to  indicate  to  a  local  authority  whether  a  possible  General  Improve¬ 
ment  Area  is,  as  a  whole,  suitable  in  structural  terms  and  finally, 
whether  a  particular  group  of  houses  is  in  such  bad  repair  and  so 
lacking  in  basic  amenities  that  it  is  not  economically  worth  spending 
the  substantial  sums  of  money  necessary  to  improve  the  group. 
The  object  of  this  exercise  is  to  arrive  at  a  cost  for  improvement  and 
repair  as  quickly  as  possible  with  the  minimum  of  resources.  Each 
element  of  structure  or  basic  amenity  is  considered  and  placed  in 
one  of  five  conditions,  ranging  from  “good”  down  to  “renew”. 
Each  item  of  disrepair  is  costed,  not  directly,  but  as  a  percentage  of 
the  replacement  cost  of  the  house  being  examined. 
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Finally,  my  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  continued  guidance  and  encouragement, 
and  to  all  members  of  the  staff  of  my  Section  for  their  co-operation 
and  support.

One  point  arising  from  inspection  of  premises  which  is  worthy 
of  mention  concerns  the  maintenance  of  a  reasonable  temperature. 
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The  local  authority  has  to  decide  what  is  “reasonable”  and  if 
employers — as  they  are  apt  to  do  in  some  cases — regard  the  legal 
minimum  of  16°C  (60-8F)  as  the  maximum  necessary  for  their 
premises,  uncomfortable  working  conditions  for  the  employees  may 
result.  There  are  furthermore  some  buildings  where  the  frequent 
opening  and  closing  of  the  outside  doors  makes  it  difficult  for  even 
the  legal  minimum  temperature  to  be  maintained  at  all  times.

In  April,  1971,  responsibility  for  the  Junior  Training  Centre, 
Earlham  Road,  was  transferred  from  the  Health  Committee  to  the 
Education  Committee,  and  was  renamed  the  Harford  Manor  Special 
School. 


Two  small  Secondary  Schools  (Norman  Dowson  and  St. 
Thomas  More)  were  closed  at  the  end  of  the  summer  term,  1971. 
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In  September,  1971,  a  new  Infant  School  was  opened  in  premises 
at  Recreation  Road. 

The  Junior  and  Infant  sections  of  the  Clarkson  Primary  School 
were  separated  under  two  head  teachers  instead  of  being  combined 
under  one  as  hitherto.

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(4)  TREATMENT 
CHURCHMAN  HOUSE  CLINICS 


A  clinic  is  held  by  a  School  Medical  Officer  every  Monday 
morning  at  Churchman  House.  This  enables  School  Medical 
Officers  to  refer  cases  from  medical  inspection  so  that  they  can 
be  followed  up  in  more  detail  than  is  possible  at  a  school  medical 
inspection. 

A  special  clinic  for  bed-wetters  is  also  held  weekly. 

In  addition,  school  children  with  minor  ailments  are  seen  each 
morning  at  headquarters  by  the  School  Nurse. 


ENURESIS  CLINIC 

The  Enuresis  Clinic  for  children  who  wet  the  bed  is  now  firmly 
established  as  a  necessary  and  worthwhile  part  of  the  School  Health 
Service.  The  clinic  is  held  weekly  at  the  Health  Department,  and 
during  the  year  85  children  were  seen,  children  being  referred  mainly 
by  family  doctors,  school  medical  officers  and  from  hospital  out¬ 
patient  clinics. 

The  basis  of  treatment  is  the  alarm  unit  which  wakens  the  child 
as  soon  as  he  or  she  starts  to  wet  the  bed.  In  addition,  a  few  simple 
rules  and  general  advice  on  the  attitude  to  be  adopted  towards  the 
child  are  given  to  the  parents.  Children  are  examined  at  their  first 
attendance  at  the  clinic  and,  where  it  appears  that  further  investiga¬ 
tion  is  required,  they  are  referred  to  the  appropriate  specialist  with 
the  consent  of  the  family  doctor. 
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During  1971,  the  alarm  unit  has  been  loaned  to  62  children,  and 
the  following  is  a  statistical  summary  for  the  year: —

The  table  above  shows  the  results  for  the  year  under  review. 
Some  children  respond  to  treatment  in  a  matter  of  a  week  or  so, 
some  need  to  use  the  alarm  for  over  a  month  before  a  cure  is  effected, 
and  others  we  do  not  seem  to  be  able  to  help  at  all,  although  in  some 
of  these  cases  an  improvement  is  obtained.  From  the  table  which 
follows  below  this  latter  is  this  year  something  of  the  order  of  32%. 
Experience  suggests  that  the  primary  bed-wetter,  constantly  wet

and  with  no  serious  emotional  disorder,  is  most  likely  to  respond 
to  the  alarm  which  we  have  now  been  using  since  May,  1961.  This 
is  the  child  in  whom  bed-wetting  is  primarily  a  habit  disorder, 
where  for  some  reason  training  at  the  usual  age  has  been  ineffective.

The  table  above  records  individual  children  who  have  used 
the  alarm  during  1971,  of  whom  9  boys  and  2  girls  had  become  dry 
after  using  the  alarm  on  a  previous  occasion  but  later  relapsed.  Of 
these,  5  boys  and  2  girls  again  became  dry  after  the  second  issue,  the 
condition  of  1  boy  was  improved,  and  of  3  boys  unimproved. 

Also  included  are  3  boys  who,  having  made  little  or  no  progress 
after  using  the  alarm  on  a  previous  occasion,  were  given  a  further 
trial  when  older.  Of  these  the  condition  of  1  boy  was  improved  and 
of  2  boys  unimproved. 

Enquiries  made  during  the  year  of  30  children,  three  months 
after  having  discontinued  using  the  alarm  unit,  revealed  that  17 
were  still  dry,  7  were  wetting  occasionally,  and  6  were  wet  most 
nights.  In  the  case  of  the  latter,  further  attendance  at  the  clinic 
was  invited. 

In  the  case  of  21  children,  twelve  months  after  ceasing  to  use  the 
alarm  unit,  15  were  still  dry,  and  6  were  wetting  occasionally.

OPHTHALMIC  CLINIC 

Pupils  suffering  from  defective  vision  or  squint  are  referred 
to  an  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  by  the  School  Medical  Officers. 
Occasionally  cases  are  referred  by  General  Practitioners  through 
School  Health  channels. 

School  Ophthalmic  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Out-Patient 
Department  of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital  in  the  charge  of 
Dr.  P.  H.  Beattie.  Normally  three  sessions  are  held  weekly,  viz: — 

Monday  at  3.0  p.m.  -  Dr.  W.  J.  Naunton 
Tuesday  at  9.30  a.m.  -  Mr.  P.  J.  L.  Hunter 
Wednesday  at  10.0  a.m.  -  Dr.  P.  H.  Beattie 
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Appointments  are  made  through  the  School  Health  Service, 
but  the  dispensing  of  spectacles  is  arranged  through  the  National 
Health  Service. 

As  considered  necessary  by  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon,  orthoptic 
treatment  and  investigation  is  carried  out  at  the  Norfolk  and 
Norwich  Hospital. 

98  sessions  were  held  on  our  behalf  by  the  Ophthalmic 
Specialists  during  the  year.

(a)  Treatment  of  Otitis  Media 


Children  suffering  from  otitis  media  come  to  notice  through 
various  agencies,  but  chiefly  through  the  School  Medical  Staff  and 
Head  Teachers. 


When  considered  advisable,  and  with  the  approval  of  the 
family  doctor,  cases  are  referred  for  examination  by  the  specialist  at 
the  Out-Patient  Department  of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital 
and  treatment  is  continued  or  modified  according  to  his  findings. 


29  children  are  known  to  have  been  treated  including  8  new 
cases  who  were  referred  to  the  Ear  Specialist  during  the  year,  and  6 
cases  which  had  recurred.

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(c)  Arrangements  for  the  Ascertainment  and  Treatment  of  Children 

with  Defective  Hearing 

As  before,  the  hearing  of  school  children  was  checked  as  part 
of  the  routine  school  medical  examination  of  entrants. 

The  rapid  sweep  method  using  a  pure  tone  audiometer  was 
employed. 

Any  children  failing  in  this  test  are  referred  after  one  month  to 
the  central  clinic  at  Churchman  House  for  a  further  testing,  and 
children  of  other  ages  about  whose  hearing  ability  there  is  any 
doubt,  are  similarly  referred. 

If  the  presence  of  deafness  is  confirmed,  then  arrangements 
are  made  (with  the  approval  of  the  family  doctor)  for  the  child 
to  be  examined  by  an  otologist.

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(d)  Special  Classes  for  Partially  Hearing  Children 

Two  Partially  Hearing  Units  are  established  in  Norwich  to 
help  those  children  most  seriously  handicapped  by  deafness.  The 
Junior  Unit  attached  to  the  Lakenham  Junior  School,  opened  in 
September,  1956,  caters  for  such  children  between  7  and  1 1  years,  and 
the  Infant  Unit  opened  in  April,  1968,  attached  to  Lakenham  Infant 
School,  is  for  the  younger  children. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  14  boys  and  6  girls  were  in  full-time 
attendance  at  these  Units  including  3  boys  and  1  girl  by  arrangement 
with  other  Local  Education  Authorities.  In  addition  1  city  school¬ 
girl  was  in  attendance  at  the  Partially  Hearing  Unit,  Attleborough 
Secondary  Modern  School,  Norfolk. 

Other  children  with  known  hearing  defects,  some  of  them 
using  hearing  aids,  are  visited  from  time  to  time  at  their  local  schools 
by  the  Teacher  of  the  Deaf,  or  in  the  case  of  the  very  young  child,  at 
home. 

A  Teacher  of  the  Deaf  also  assists  at  the  Consultants  Clinic 
at  the  Jenny  Lind  Hospital.  Infant  and  pre-school  children  may 
need  to  be  seen  at  home  several  times,  to  be  conditioned  for 
diagnostic  testing.

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ORTHOPEDIC  TREATMENT 


Children  suffering  from  orthopaedic  defects  are  referred  by 
the  School  Medical  Officers  from  school  medical  inspections, 
school  clinics,  etc.,  and  are  seen  (with  the  approval  of  the  family 
doctor)  by  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeons  at  their  out-patients  clinics  at 
the  Jenny  Lind  and  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospitals.  The  initial 
appointments  are  sent  to  the  parents  through  the  School  Health 
Service  and  the  Orthopaedic  Specialists  report  on  all  new  cases 
seen.  Treatment  such  as  the  supply  of  surgical  boots  and 
instruments,  and  the  wedging  of  footwear,  is  arranged  by  the 
specialists  through  the  Hospital  Service. 


14  children  attending  Primary  Schools  and  14  attending 
Secondary  Schools  were  referred  during  the  year  as  new  cases, 
and  17  Primary  School  Children  and  5  Secondary  School  Children 
continued  treatment  from  the  previous  year.

UNCLEANLINESS 

Children  at  school  are  examined  periodically  for  uncleanliness. 
Any  child  whose  person  or  clothing  is  found  to  be  in  a  verminous 
or  filthy  condition  is  immediately  excluded  from  school  (except  in 
the  case  of  a  first  olfence  where  the  condition  is  a  very  slight  one), 
and  a  notice  acquainting  the  parent  of  the  position  is  posted  on 
the  same  day. 

This  notification  is  followed  up  as  soon  as  possible  by  a  home 
visit  from  the  Health  Visitor  or  School  Health  Assistant  who 
advises  the  parent  on  the  best  method  of  cleansing  and  endeavours 
to  persuade  any  contacts  to  attend  for  examination. 

A  certificate  of  fitness  has  to  be  obtained  either  from  the 
family  doctor,  or  from  the  Medical  Officer  or  Nurse  at  the  nearest 
Minor  Ailments  Clinic  before  the  child  is  permitted  to  return  to 
school.

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The  high  number  of  children  accounted  for  by  referrals  by 
general  practitioners  reflects  the  policy  of  the  Clinic  in  giving  some 
priority  to  this  type  of  referral.

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The  Consultant  Psychiatrist  reports : — 

‘The  greatest  concentration  of  referrals  was  in  the  category  of 
Behaviour  Disorders  and  many  of  those  children  reflect  delinquency 
tendencies. 

The  main  core  of  delinquency  problems  is  dealt  with  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  Juvenile  Court  and  the  Department  of  Social 
Services  and  the  usual  close  liaison  has  been  maintained.  During 
the  year  23  children  were  the  subjects  of  reports  by  the  Psychiatrist 
and  Psychologist  to  the  Court.  All  Norwich  children  remanded  at 
Bramerton  Home  are  reported  on  by  the  Clinic  staff. 

The  low  figure  in  the  category  of  Educational  Difficulties 
reflects  the  policy  of  the  screening  of  children  by  the  School 
Psychological  Service  by  routine  Year  Band  testing  and  school 
visits. 

The  Clinic  continues  to  operate  on  a  basis  of  three  half  day 
sessions  (Tuesday  morning  and  afternoon  and  Friday  afternoon) 
per  week. 

An  average  afternoon  Clinic  carries  30-35  children  in  treatment 
who  are  in  an  acute  state  of  disturbance  as  well  as  new  case  inter¬ 
views  and  ongoing  case  work  with  children  and  parents. 

The  Tuesday  morning  session  has  an  average  attendance  of  20 
children  who  are  at  a  ‘convalescent’  stage  in  their  treatment. 

During  the  year,  the  Clinic  was  again  visited  by  a  wide  range  of 
trainee  staff  including  psychiatric  juniors,  psychiatric  nurses,  Pro¬ 
bation  Officer  trainees,  teachers  in  specialist  training,  Child  Care 
students  and  trainee  Health  Visitors.” 
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(5)  SCHOOL  DENTAL  SERVICE 

The  Principal  School  Dental  Officer  reports : — 

Dental  Inspection  and  Treatment 

Dental  inspections  held  at  schools  during  the  year  increased  by 
1,915  over  the  previous  year.  Apart  from  these  initial  inspections  at 
school,  2,154  children  were  inspected  for  a  second  time  at  school  and 
559  at  the  clinics. 

There  remained  some  schools  which  were  not  inspected.  These 
schools  are  situated  mainly  in  the  Catton  Grove,  Heartsease  and 
Tuckswood  parts  of  the  city. 

Dental  surgeries  are  shared  with  other  medical  services  in  these 
areas  and  in  one  case  the  dental  officer  divided  his  time  between  two 
clinics. 

Dental  inspections  at  those  schools  are  necessarily  limited  to 
the  amount  of  treatment  which  can  be  given. 

The  state  of  the  teeth  of  children  at  school  seems  to  vary  very 
little  from  year  to  year.  An  enormous  amount  of  treatment  is  given 
by  all  the  dental  services. 

It  is  only  by  continuous  regular  attendance  that  the  average  child 
can  keep  his  teeth  in  a  reasonable  condition  by  present  methods. 

However,  the  pressure  of  this  work  could  be  considerably 
reduced  by  the  simple  and  harmless  measure  of  adding  fluoride  to  the 
water  supplies  in  the  recommended  quantity.

( i )  Dental  Health  Education 

A  Dental  Health  puppet  show  was  given  in  all  Infant  Schools 
during  the  year.  Altogether  some  5,000  children  learnt  from 
“Fuzzy  Bunny”  and  his  friends  the  importance  of  caring  for  their 
teeth.  As  well  as  being  given  booklets  or  dental  health  jig-saw 
puzzles,  each  boy  and  girl  took  home  to  their  parents  a  letter 
explaining  the  importance  of  what  they  had  been  learning  in  school. 

Talks  on  dental  health,  illustrated  by  films,  were  given  to  some 
1,000  junior  school  children. 
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The  subject  of  Dental  Health  is  covered  in  Mothercraft  Classes 
taken  weekly  by  Health  Visitors  in  eight  senior  schools.  It  is  also 
included  in  a  weekly  programme  for  boys  on  “Your  Health”  which 
takes  place  in  three  senior  schools. 

Dental  Health  teaching  is  given  by  a  Health  Visitor  as  part  of  the 
training  syllabus  for  Nursery  Nurses  at  the  City  College.

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(c)  HOME  TUITION 

Handicapped  pupils  who,  in  consequence  of  their  disability, 
have  to  be  taught  in  their  own  homes  by  the  Visiting  Teachers 
are  examined  periodically  during  the  year  by  a  Medical  Officer. 

In  November,  1955,  the  Education  Committee  agreed  to 
develop  this  work  in  various  ways,  including  the  payment  of  legular 
visits  to  the  Jenny  Lind  Hospital  for  Children,  and  the  Burns  Waid 
of  the  West  Norwich  Hospital,  by  the  Teachers. 


Children  absent  or  likely  to  be  absent  from  ordinary  school, 
and  at  home  for  a  month  or  more  with  injuries  or  non-infectious 
illness  are  also  considered  with  a  view  to  home  tuition. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  3  boys  and  6  girls  were  being  taught 
in  their  homes  by  these  Teachers.  They  were  suffering  from  the 
following  defects: — 


Boys:  Gross  Maladjustment;  Ingrowing  Toenails  (post¬ 
operative);  Dislocation  of  Shoulder. 

Girls:  Benign  Congenital  Hypotonia;  Fracture  of  Femur; 
Injured  Ankle;  Injured  Kidney  (road  accident),  Hepatitis, 
Appendicectomy  (post-operative). 


In  addition  14  boys  and  11  girls  were  taught  in  their  homes  for 
short  periods  during  the  year.  They  suffered  from  the  following 

defects : — 


Boys :  Fracture  of  Tibia  (2  boys) ;  Fracture  of  Fibula ;  Fracture 
of  Femur  (2  boys);  Shortened  Tendo-Achilles  (post-operative); 
Bilateral  Fibrosis  of  Quadriceps  (post-operative);  Muscular 
Dystrophy;  Cerebral  Palsy;  Post  Streptococcal  Glomerulone¬ 
phritis;  Nephroblastoma;  Haemophilia;  Convalescent  after  Appendi¬ 
cectomy;  Convalescent  after  Pneumonia. 


Girls:  Fracture  of  Tibia;  Amputation  Left  Leg  (post¬ 
operative)  ;  Osteomyelitis ;  Pes  Cavus  (post-operative) ;  Scalded  Foot » 
Angioma  of  Ear  causing  recurrent  bleeding;  Diabetes  Melhtus; 
Chronic  Asthma;  Sinusitis;  Throat  Abscess  (post-operative); 
Recurrent  Glandular  Fever. 
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(8)  DEATHS  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN 

There  were  six  recorded  deaths  of  children  of  school  age 
compared  with  three  in  the  previous  year.  The  causes  of  death 
were : —

(9)  PROVISION  OF  MEALS 

Mid-day  meals  are  provided  by  the  Local  Education  Authority 
to  all  school  children  whose  parents  request  these.  From  time  to 
time  the  School  Medical  Officers  also  put  forward  cases  where 
they  think  meals  would  particularly  benefit. 

A  free  supply  of  school  milk  is  no  longer  issued  to  pupils  in 
grant-aided  Secondary  Schools,  or  (since  September)  to  those  in 
Junior  Schools  other  than  any  who  have  been  deemed  by  a  Medical 
Officer  of  the  Authority  to  require  it  on  grounds  of  health. 

The  quantity  of  milk  per  pupil  in  Infant  Schools  is  maintained 
as  far  as  possible  at  one-third  of  a  pint  per  day.  At  the  Clare 
Special  School  for  Physically  Handicapped  Children  two-thirds  of  a 
pint  daily  is  supplied  free. 

The  percentage  of  children  in  school  having  school  meals  is 
52*58  and  25*50%  of  the  total  school  population  (or  94*67%  of 
eligible  children)  take  milk,  but  these  figures  mean  very  little  because 
there  is  a  wide  spread  between  the  ages  and  the  two  sexes.  Un¬ 
fortunately  figures  by  age  and  sex  are  not  readily  available. 

In  addition,  under  the  Welfare  Foods  Scheme  of  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Social  Security,  a  supply  of  free  milk  is  available  on 
application  by  parents  for  handicapped  children  aged  5  to  16  who  are 
not  attending  an  educational  establishment.

(10)  HOME  VISITING 

The  follow-up  arrangements  by  the  Health  Visitors,  etc.,  have 
not  been  altered  during  the  year.  352  home  visits  were  paid  by 
the  Health  Visitors  in  respect  of  children  who  had  been  advised 
to  have  medical  treatment. 

366  children  were  involved  in  124  families  referred  during  the 
year  to  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Children.  Of  these,  1 24  children  involved  in  44  families  were  referred 
by  the  Local  Authority. 


(11)  FOOD  HYGIENE 

Every  care  is  taken  by  the  School  Meals  Staff  of  the  Education 
Department  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  their  Kitchen  Staff  the 
importance  of  maintaining  a  very  high  standard  of  hygiene.  They 
are  also  encouraged  to  report  any  significant  illness. 

During  the  year  105  entrants  to  the  School  Meals  Staff  were 
medically  screened. 

As  a  precautionary  measure,  food  samples  are  kept  for  48 
hours  after  each  meal. 


(12)  EXAMINATION  OF  TEACHERS,  ETC. 

At  the  request  of  the  Chief  Education  Officer  170  students, 
prior  to  commencing  at  teacher  training  college,  were  medically 
examined  during  the  year,  and  239  newly  appointed  teachers  had 
a  recent  chest  X-ray  report,  and  where  necessary,  a  full  medical 
examination. 


(13)  EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN 

Byelaws  governing  the  employment  of  school  children  provide 
that  within  14  days  from  the  date  when  employment  begins,  a 
certificate  from  the  Principal  School  Medical  Officer  has  to  be 
produced  to  and  endorsed  by  the  employer,  certifying  that  such 
employment  will  not  be  prejudicial  to  the  health  or  physical 
development  of  the  child,  and  will  not  render  him  unfit  to  obtain 
proper  benefit  from  his  education. 

During  the  year  347  examinations  were  carried  out  under 
these  byelaws. 
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
